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INTRODUCTION 

Jffl'hen any Thing is propofed to the Public » 
which efjentially interefts its welfare , they have 
an undoubted Right to demand not only the Rea- 
fins and Caujes of its being offered , them , but 
the Grounds upon which thofe Reafons and Cau- 
fes are founded . 

With Rejpeci to the new Vegetable Remedy , 
which. I have made public , 1 think myfslf juflly 
liable to the' fame . Demand , and shall therefore 
briefly ftate its peculiar Properties and Effects , 
in order that every Perfon may judge concerning 
it without Partiality , and according to rational 
and fundamental Principles . 

-Although Undertakings of Ms Kind are ever 
liable to Cenfure , from that Prejudice which is 
generally conceived againft Novelty , I can ven- 
ture to affirm , that my Defign is well founded,

. | HERE is . no Opinion fo falfe and deftitute of 
Probability , but if once adopted , may , through the 
Force of Ctiftom or Prejudice , pafs ss an eftabhshed 
Maxim . Nothing has fo much obftru&ed the Progrefs 
of the Sciences, as the blind and implicit Deference 
which has been paid to the decifive Opinions of the 
Anrients. Under the Sanction of thefe Authorities , the 
moft dangerous Conjectures have taken Root , and Cup* 
planted the mod confirmed and heft grounded Princi- 
ples. Phyfic itfelf, confidered as an Art, will become 
ukful or pernicious to Mankind , in Proportion to the 
Skill of thofe who undertake to adnjinifrer it; nor can 
it be exempted from the Prevalence of falfe Notions , 
or Influence of ill-grounded Maxims . It has frequently 
been obferved , that thofe Cafes which sjiould have 
been guided by the Light of Experience alone , rave 
been mifcondu&ed through the Interpoiition of Oblli- 
fiacy and Prejudice. Upon what Grounds have they 
attributed to the healing- Art, almoft as many Speci- 
fics as there are Difeafes to encounter? It is becaufe 
Men of Abilities have not laboured to purge that fa- 
Uuary Science of the Prejudices with which it is in-

cumbered . Thanks to their Endeavours , the Number 
of thefe myfterious Remedies has diminished ; and if 
Reafonings founded on Experience , have Power to 
convince , Mercury itfelf can no longer be deemed a 
Specific, or the only Remedy in venereal Cafes.. If 
there be Prejudices indifferent in their own Natute, 
or even beneficial to Man , it is not thefe Errors which 
endanger his Health and his Life. Lec us endeavour 
to explain thofe which derive their Source from the 
-Application of Mercury in the Cure of venereal Di- 
forders , fubmitting it to the Teft of a fuccinct and 
impartial Examination . 

Scarce had the Venereal Difeafe been known in Eu- 
rope , when a lucky Incident proved the antivenereal 
Virtue of Mercury. It was readily embraced, though 
it was rather fufpected than acknowledged as a Re- 
medy for a Difeafe, which the Public, at that Time, 
confidered as a Scourge fent -from Heaven, or as a 
Plague beyond the Power of Removal . While the Suc- 
cefs did not anfwer the Expectation , the very Reme- 
dy , which for a Time brought Relief to the afflicted, 
foon after threw them into the utmoft Confternation . 

Mercury, that can never be ufed without Danger, 
produced, in the Hands of inexperienced Perfons, mo- 
re shocking Effects than thofe it was intended to re- 
move infomuch , that a great Number of unfortunate 
Victims to a new Difeafe , expiring under the com- 
plicated Rage of the Remedy and the Difeafe , and a 
fmall Number dragging out a languishing Life; the 
Hopes both of Phyficians and Perfons infected now 
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vanished , and the Ufe of Mercury was difcontinued. 

Many Practitioners, much efteemed for their Skill, 
decried it as a fubril Poifon , and reprefented thofe who 
dared to ufe it , to the Public , as the Enemies of 
Mankind . When the difcredit of Mercury became thus 
general , other Methods were- introduced , which had 
been little pra&ifed till that Time ; but their Want of 
Efficacy being foon acknowledged , the Ufe of Mer- 
cury was eftablished on its former Footing ; they ufed 
it with more Precaution , and with more Succefs for 
fey diminishing the Dofes , they lellened the Hazard of 
its Application , and abated the Violence of its Effects 
on the Difeafed ; fo that , in all Probability , a greater 
Number perished through the Diftemper , than the 
Manner of treating it. At length, by Degrees , the 
Public became habituated to the Ufe of this Mineral, 
and , inftead of a general Averfion to it , implicitly re- 
lied on its Effects. 

Nothing is fo difficult as to obferve a due Medium 
in Points of Opinion ; hence they fell into a fecond 
Error in calling off the firft . The Ufe of Mercury had 
been deemed not only ineffectual, but deftru£tive ; the 
Study and Labour of feveral Years having thrown no 
new Light on this Subject , they returned to the fame 
Mineral , and a bigotted Attachment to it caufed them 
in a short Time to regard it not only as an excellent 
Remedy againft the Venereal Difeafe ,, but as the only 
one capable of curing it radically , or in other. Terms, 
as an abfoiute and exclufive Specific .. 

Time and Observation undeceived the Faculty , but 
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this Error Hill remained with the Public ; and it will 
be of the more Importance to refute it , becaufe it 
tends to damp the Emulation of Artifts, and to fhfle 
in their Birth the mod ufeful Difcoveries. 

An Opinion , upon which depends the Life and 
Health of an infinite Number of the Members of So- 
ciety , ought not to be received but upon the cleared 
Demonftration of its Validity , and if that is in the 
leafl: Degree defective , every one is juftifiable not on- 
ly in doubting , but abfolutely renouncing it . 

Now fuch is the too favourable Opinion of the pre- 
tended abfolute or exclufive Efficacy of Mercury , which , 
far from having that Combination of Proofs to efta- 
blish it , is fupported by Experience only , where the 
good and bad Effects counterbalance , and by rhe Pre- 
valence of Cuftom , through which the Public have 
been infenfibly led to ufe no Antidotes againft this 
terrible Infection, but mercurial Preparations. 

But let us examine , 

Firft , Whether this Mineral is the only Remedy in 
Nature , capable of eradicating the Venereal Virus ? 
Whether the Enquiries have been fufficiently numerous 
and various, as to conclude definitively from them, in 
Favour of the exclufive antivenereal Virtue of the 
fame ? 

Secondly , Whether it has been generally acknowled- 
ged by Phyficians , (the only Judges in thefe Matters) 
as an abfolute Specific in all Stages of the Venereal 
Difeafe ? 

Thirdly , Has it proved fo in Effect ? 
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I. At the firft Rife of the Venereal Difeafe , the Fa- 
culty , as much alarmed at its Novelty as at its Ma- 
lignity , attempted to encounter it with general Reme- 
dies , fuch as they ufed againft thofe of an epidemic 
or contagious Nature. This Method of Proceeding 
was wholly inefTe&ual . A short Time after, the Sour- 
ce of the Diforder being more known , facilitated the 
Acquisition of a Remedy deemed more efficacious. 

The Spaniards , who , as is generally believed, brought 
this Diftemper into Europe , likewife brought over the 
Guiacum . It was ufed fome Time with tolerable Suc- 
cefs , but the China Root , imported from the Indies 
by the Chinefe Merchants , in fome Degree lelTened its 
Credit . The eftimation of this new Remedy being of 
no Jong Continuance, the Guiacum was reltored,and 
obtained greater Vogue than before . 

The Sarfaparilla and the Saffafras , imported from 
America , tended to enhance the eftimation of this fa- 
lutiferous Wood ; the Charms of Novelty not being 
able to refill the Evidence of Trial and Experience . 

Thefe different Drugs had been imported by Mer- 
chants or Travellers , who refpe&ively pronounced them 
furprizing Remedies . The Faculty made Experiments 
of them , and the Confequence was , a total Rejection 
cf thefe new Remedies. 

Several other Woods likewife , imported from the 
Indies , wete greatly boafted for their Qualities ; but 
upon Trial , were no fooner known than configned 
to the fame Oblivion with the former . 

Fernel , a skilful Phyfician , of Paris , was the firil 
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that feriously applied himfelf to the Difcovery of a 
genuine Specific . We shall have Occalion to fpeak of 
him hereafter. 

Julian Palmier , his Pupil , afMed in fome Meafure 
the Inveftigari'on of his Mafter . Guillaume Rondelet , 
Profefibr and Chancellor of the Faculty in Montpel- 
iier, tried, as a Remedy againft this Diforder , the 
Syrup de St. Ambroife , which he made of the Hirft 
and young Branches of the Fig Tree; a Remedy already 
known , and ufed in Phyfic , under the Title of Sudo- 
rific . Nicholas Chefnau added to the foregoing Prepa- 
rations Figs and Raifins. 

Augier Ferrier , and fome Phyficians after him, pro- 
pofed divers Remedies , of which they made Experi- 
ments , with great Fatigue. and Trouble, fuch as the 
Root of Gentian , Afarabacca, Alecampane , Qris , and 
Sept. Foil. A long Time afterwards, the antivenereal 
Quality of Camphor and Antimony was discovered . 
They thought to find the firft a powerful Check on 
the Mercury , which , while it reduced its fahvatory 
Effects on the one Side , might afli/t its Power and 
Energy on the other , againft the Venereal Virus. The 
Jfecond , approved as a genuine Antivenereal, (upon 
what Grounds is not at prefent material) has maintai- 
ned its Credit much longer . They Mill ufe it , mixed 
with fudorific Decoctions, (in thefe Cafes unhappily 
too frequent ) where the Difeafe , eluding the Opera- 
tion of Mercury, occafions the Phyfician to have re- 
courfe to more efficacious Remedies., and thereby grea- 
tly disheartens the Patient. If the Refearches into the 
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Vegetable (Economy have not been various and exten- 
five ; if they have not concurred to perfect a Method 
of treating the Venereal Difeafe , which was their 
grand and ultimate Object ; frill they ought not to be 
looked upon with an Eye of Indifference. 

It is a Misfortune , if fuch Refearches should have 
given Rife to an unjuft and prejudiced Opinion of the 
Infufficiericy of Vegetable Remedies in Venereal Com- 
plaints ; a Prejudice which , I flatter myfelf, the Uni- 
verfal Succefs of my Medicine has In fome Degree 
removed , 

Becaufe fome slight Attempts in the Vegetable Sy- 
flem have not been attended with all the Succefs with 
which the Adyenturers flattered themfelves , they de- 
fpaired of that which might probably be expected from 
a thorough Difquifition , loft Sight of this Object, and 
fought their Remedy from the Mineral Syftem alone. 
From that Time their Labour and Study concentered 
in this peculiar Syftem , and amongrt the almoft infi- 
nite Variety of Branches that it includes , their View 
has been particularly dire&ed towards Mercury. 

There is not, I venture to affirm , a Body in the 
whole Compafs of Nature, that has undergone fo ma- 
ny chymical Operations ; it has been 'fubmitted to every 
Form and Method of Trial that could poffibly vindi- 
cate any of its Qualities and effects . Does it appear 
credible, that after immenfe Labour for near three 
Centuries, on this metallic Body, Preparations should 
be trumped up in thefe latter Days , uniting , as is 
pretended , all the Advantages of the others , exempted 
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from their dangerous Effects ;) not requiring thofe ge- 
neral Precautions fo necellary in Diforders of every 
Kind ? 

Without giving a tirefome Detail of all the mercu- 
rial Preparations , let it fuffice to mention ; that Mer- 
cury has been employed in various Forms , and va- 
rious Ways . 

Firft. From the foregoing Expofition of this whole 
Matter , it plainly refults , that they have fcarce made 
Proof or Experiment of the Power of Vegetables againfi: 
the Venereal Difeafe . 

Second. In their Experiments the Animal Sy Item has 
been entirely excluded . 

Third. In the Mineral Syrtem they have alraoft in- 
tirely confined themfelves to Mercury. Let who will 
decide whether the Refearches inro a Specific for the 
Venereal Difeafe , have been fufficiently numerous and 
various , as from thence with due Sanction to attri- 
bute to Mercury this exclufive Power of curing . If 
the Cafe be othcrwife , why is the pretended abfolu- 
te Virtue of this Mineral fo mightily cried up ? Be- 
fore we can give Credit to fo extraordinary an Afler- 
tion , we muft be fully convinced , by the niceft Ex- 
periments on all the Productions of Nature that are 
capable of being ufed in the Materia Medica , or as a 
Subject of the Medical Art . 

. Fourth. Has Mercury been generally acknowledged 
a Specific in all Venereal Cafes ? This Queftion would 
require an ample Difcuffion : it would require a diffu- 
fe Account of the Opinions of different Phyficians who

have treated on the Subject . As the narrow Compafs 
of this Diflertation will not admit of elaborate Difqui- 
firions , I shall confine myfelf to the Sentiments of three 
mo ft eminent Phy/icians , Boerhaave , Sydenham , and 
Fernel ; this will be fufficient for thofe of my Readers 
who are determined by the Weight, and not by the 
Number of Suffrages . 

Boerhaave, fo far from deeming Mercury a Speci- 
fic for the Venereal Difeafe, does not think it a pro- 
per Remedy in all Degrees of the fame ; or rather in 
the Diftemper generally confidered . If he grants that 
Mercury is a very powerful Opponent to the Virus , 
which fpreads itfelf through the larger Veflels , or that 
is fltuated in thofe Parts that are eafily pervaded , he 
affirms at the fame Time , that he has always found 
it inefficacious, when it lodges in the fmaller Vefiels, 
where the Circulation is siow , and confequently the 
Mercury can make but little Way, if any at all: Be- 
ll des , in this Cafe it can maintain but a very weak 
Operation , by no Means capable of attenuating or 
throwing out the Humour that is rendered thick by 
the Virus , which is ftrongly lodged , and ready to 
fpread itfelf throughout the whole Mafs of Blood , 
and to produce fuch Relapfes as frequently deceive the 
Forefight of the Phyfician, and the groundlefs Securi- 
ty of the Patient . The Terms of Boerhaave are as 
follows : 

„ Mercury , put upon Operation , by Means of the 
„ vital Motion alone, cures this Difeafe, (the Vene- 
real ) expelling , by its Motion , the Venereal Virus .

For this very Reafon it is ineffectual , when the Vi- 
3 , rus is feated in thofe Parts which are almolt out 
„ of the Reach of the Action of the Heart and the 

Arteries* As to Gonotrhaeas, (fays the fame Author) 
„ which are lodged in the reticular Texture of the 
„ Yard , where the Circulation of the Humours is 

fcarcely perceptible , Mercury never effects a Cure. 
Now this is a very ftrong Authority againft: the gene- 
ral Efficacy of Mercury , when applied in Venereal 
Cafes . Boerhaave confines its Efficacy to the Virus 
lodged in the larger Veffels , where the Blood and Hu- 
mours have fufficient Motion to carry the mercurial 
Particles through the infected Parts , with fuch Force 
as is capable of dividing, attenuating, and at length 
expelling them by the Means of Salivation . 

Boerhaave , having thus plainly acknowledged the 
Infufficiency of Mercury , does not turn his Thoughts 
to the Subject of preparing this metallic Subflance , 
which may be varied ad infinitum. It does not appear 
to him i but that the Vegetable Syftem is endowed with 
Qualities fufficiently fubtil and active to reach the Vi- 
rus in its moft inaccellible Seat , and to eradicate it . 

He has been happy, as he informs us himfelf, in 
prefcribing a Method , by the AiTillance of Vegetables 
alone , and without the leaft Grain of Mercury , of 
curing Patients, given over by the Faculty . after they 
had in vain endeavoured to afford them Relief, by all 
the Modes in the mercurial Way , that could be devi ■ 
fed or practiilc! . 

We may then conclude from Boerhaave, 
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Firfi: , That Mercury is not an abfolute Specific for 
the Venereal Difeafe , becaufe it is inefficacious, when 
the Virus has gained Ground , and is fixed in the fmal- 
ler Veffels . 

Secondly , That it muft confequently be ineffectual 
in the major Part of confirmed Poxes , in which jhe 
Virus has penetrated the moft minute and inaccefiible 
Parts of the human Body . 

Thirdly, That Vegetables are endowed with a Power 
of reaching the Virus in the fmailer Veflels, and con- 
fequently of deftroying it . 

Sydenham , fo renowned for his excellent Writings 
on phyfical Subjects , appears to have been no more 
prejudiced in Favour of Mercury than Boeihaave ; he 
has not fuffered himfelf to be influenced by the Num- 
ber of Voters in Favour of this Remedy . He Weighed 
its Effects and its Manner of Operation , through a 
long Courfe of Practice; and it may furely be prefix 
med , that he was not more unfuccefsful in this Point 
than any of the Faculty . He acknowledges, notwith- 
ftanding , that though Mercury may be advantageously 
applied in Venereal Cafes , the Ufe of it is ftill atten- 
ded wtth great Inconveniences ; and he adds a judi- 
cious Remark That it is no more a Specific for the 

Venereal Difeafe , than the Lancet is for the Pleu- 
„ rify . „ He goes farther ; he draws the Outlines of 
the true Specific againft the Venereal Difeafe ; he re- 
commends this ufeful Inquiry ; and , by plain and di- 
ftinguishable Hints interfperfed throughout the whole 
of his Works, he facilitates , in a confiderable Degree, 
the Difcovery of it.

Fernel, a skilful Phyfician of one of our Monarchs, 
very warmly exclaims againft Mercury ; but without 
Doubt over-drains the Point . Far from admitting that 
Mercury is endowed with one fingle Quality of a fa- 
lutary Nature , he excludes it from the whole Medical 
Syftem , as a dangerous , deceptive , and deftru&ive Mi- 
neral . Nay, fo inveterate is he againft this Medicine » 
on Account of the bad EfFe&s which he attributes to 
it , that he brands thofe who dare to ufe it, with the 
mod odious Epithets . This Phyfician , fully convinced 
of the Inefficacy of Mercury, would not lofe any mo- 
re Time in feeking for a Remedy for the Venereal 
Diforder in the Mineral Syftem . 

He made Difcoveries both in the Animal and Vege- 
table Syftems , unknown before ; he hit upon a Reme- 
dy that he applied with the utmoft Succefs , in which 
concentered the rare and valuable Quality of effectual- 
ly curing , without endangering the Patient . 

This Remedy was made of Simples , and fome Ani- 
mal Particle ; neither Mercury nor any other Mineral 
entered into its Compofition , and yet it cured ( what 
the Abettors of the . Mercurial Plan will hardly belie- 
ve , notwithstanding the raoft particular and beft authen- 
ticated Proofs that he has left concerning it ) not only 
the moft obftinate and inveterate Venereal Cafes , but 
even thofe 'to which Mercury had been applied without 
Succefs , and which had degenerated into Rheumatic ) 
Gouty, Scorbutic, and Nervous Diforders , Sec. (i, 

(i) I do not pretend to affirm that the Venereal Virus , when dege- 
nerated, is capable ofprcducinj real Coats f real Khcumatifms , &c. 

Men 
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Men of Eminence and Abilities are above Prejudi- 
ce , and their Authority alone can encountet its Ef- 
fects with Advantage . The Authorities of Fernel , Sy- 
denham , and Boerhaave , have afforded me fuflicient 
Ground to affert , that Mercury is not generally allowed 
by Phyficians as a Specific? againft the Venereal Di- 
feafe . Their Affertions and Obfervations , I prefume , 
will enable me to prove that this Mineral is not tru- 
ly a Specific . 

Amidft the almoft infinite Number of pretended Spc> 
cifics , there is but one generally allowed by the Fa- 
culty ; that is the Bark . Let us take this as a Crite- 
rion , and obferve whether Mercury is the fame in Re- 
gard to Venereal Infections , as the Bark is to that 
Kind of Intermitting Fever for which it is a Specific . 

The Bark, adminiftered by a skilful Hand, cures, 
by its intrinfic Virtue , not only the Fever , but even 
the febrile Symptoms which attend it. Can this be* 
faid of Mercury ? 

Let us fuppofe a Patient that has a Shanker a little 
deep in the Roor , a Bubo , a finuous Ulcer , a ftub- 
born Gonorrhoea , otc. The Practitioner who under* 
(lands the Nature of the Remedy which he employs t 
will not expect from thence the Removal of thefe dif- 
ferent Symptoms ; but he will take the ordinary Cour- 
fe, and burn the Shanker with' the Infernal Stone, or 
fome other Caudic ; or cover it with corrofive Oint- 
ments , a Practice always fufpected, and frequently 
ineffectual ; nor will he entruft the Cure of thefe Sym- 
ptoms to the metallic Particles, which circulate through

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the whole Vafcular Syftem . He will apply to the Bu- 
bo , Cataplafms , Plaifters , fometimes Emollient, Some- 
times Difiblvent; and if thefe happen to difpel it , they 
will indeed rather infect the general Mafs , than enti- 
rely eradicate the Diftemper . If the Bubo is brought 
to a Suppuration , which often happens , to the great 
Difguft of Patients, the Treatment will be fomething 
like that of the Parotid Gland when it fuppurates , or 
of any other Gland in the fame Cafe . Is it an Excre- 
fcence , they'll touch the Root with the Cauflic or 
Infernal Stone , and will heal up the Wound as in or- 
dinary Cafes . If he has to treat an Ulcer that pene- 
trates deeply into the Flesh, his Trouble will, not be 
fmall ; he will have to encounter on the one Side the 
Diforder, which in its Nature is very obftinate , and 
the Difficulty of undergoing the neceffary Remedies ; 
on the other Hand the Imprefllon of the Mercury , 
which by the Irritation it inceilantly caufes upon the 
ulcerated Part , occafions the Inflammations to conti- 
nually increafe , which he endeavours to deftroy , and 
brings new Obftacles to the Healing of the Flesh. And 
to what Refourccs will he fly , if the Mercury comes 
to fix in the ulcerated part , and there form a Depo- 
Jition , by the Tendency which the Particles have to 
unite ? 

If he is to cure a Gonorrhasa , Mercury will avail 
very little iri the Treatment of it . And what Advan- 
tage can in Effect, attend it , fince we daily fee Gonor- 
rheas refift a long and methodical Procefs , and even 
that of a Salivation ; notwithftanding^ the abliemious 
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Diet, and the great Quantity of Liquids which the 
Patient drinks, Means deemed fo efficacious againft this 
Diftemper / Boerhaave and Sydenham have experien- 
ced the Difadvant<:ges of this Method , and do not 
palliate the Matter: It mud be obferved, fays the En- 
glish Phyfician , that Mercury will not cure a Gonor- 
rhea when it accompanies the Pox, and that it muft 
therefore be treated in a different Manner. I have Se- 
veral times obferved the Truth of what is juftly affir- 
med by Boerhave (i) and Hoffmann (2) namely , u 
that a Gonorrhasa or Shankers too foon dry'd up by 
Aftringents before the Virus is run offend in a Pox, 
if the cafe is inveterate , and the Inflammation negle- 
cted." And the latter obferves , u that Shankers dry'd 
up before the Venereal Virus is run otf turn to a Go- 
norrhea , and a Gonorrhoea too foon , Stopp'd turns 
to Bubo's; but Bubo's repell'd turn again to a Run- 
ning, or a confirmed Lues." Mercury inflames, and is 
mifthievious in the beginning of Claps, as it is no Spe- 
cific to the Virus , but removes its Effects by diffoi- 
ving the Tenacity of the fluids , and by evacuating 
them — with the Virus ; but then this laft muft be under 
ftood of the confirmed Lues >>r where — there are Shan- 
kers , Bubo's , Scabies , &c. < — 

Firft, That nctwithftan ding all its Efficacy, it often 
happens that the Patient is not cured at all.

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Second , That much oftener the Cure is very imper- 
fect , many Symptoms remaining unremoved after the 
fuppofed Cure . 

Third and laftly, That often after the moft fpecious 
Appearances of a Cure , the Patients frequently fall 
into Relapfes worfe than the firft Diforder . 

Let the ftrenuous Votaries for Mercury now decide 
themfelves , whether they who will not be fatisfied with 
fuch a Remedy , and who employ the Bulk of their 
Time in feeking one more efficacious, can be recko- 
ned over fcrupulous or nice . 

Upon the whole , I think I have shewn , 

Firft: , That there is no fufficient Foundation for pro- 
pofing Mercury as a real Specific in the ' Venerea! 
Difeafe . 

Second , That the Opinion which has pronounced 
it a Specific , is founded on Prejudice alone . 

Third , That it is a Prejudice of fuch a Nature , as 
tends to difcourage thofe who are difpofed to apply 
themfelves to the Difcovery of a real Specific , to be- 
lieve that this metallic Subftance , amongft all Bodies, 
Mineral , Animal, and Vegetable, is folely capable of 
eradicating the Venereal Virus . 

I take the Liberty to fubjoin fome further Remarks , 
which , though they are not intimately interwoven with 
my Subjeft , will come in here with more Propriety , 
as they include the principal Confiderations which ha- 
ve given Rife to the Author's Endeavours to difco- 
ver the Vegetable Antivenereal Remedy , the Subject 
of the fecond Part of this DuTertation . 
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Firft. All the Authors who have fearched into the 
Origin of the Venereal Difeafe , have particularly cited 
the Place where it has prevailed from the earlieft Ti- 
mes , and where it is endemial . (i) The major Fart 
of rhera , efpeciaily Sydenham , have placed the former 
in Africa, towards the Coaft of Guinea 4 This, I ap- 
prehend , implies , that thefe People had fome kind of 
Remedy for this Diftemper before the Properties of Mer- 
cury were difcovered . 

This rauft be indubitable , let them have been ever 
Co ignorant , even Inftinft itfelf wouhi have pointed 
out a Remedy • 

Second. When the Europeans firft penetrated into Gui- 
nea , and the Parts adjacent t they found the Inhabi- 
tants of that vafl: TracT: immerfed in the profoundeft 
Ignorance . They were entirely unskilled in the Art of 
extracting Metals from the Bowels of the Earth , and 
of forming Inftruments proper for -the Culture of the 
Ground . They were therefore very far from fuppofing 
thofe Metals capable of adminiftering to the Medical 
Art . Should Chance have throwa Mercury in their 
Way, either they would not have tried it, or the bad 
Succefs attending their Experiments , would very foon 
have induced them to abandon it . To judge of it by 
the Length of Time , and Number of Experiments 



(1 ) Sydenham is of Opinion , that the Vox ivas not hnown m 
America till the Introduction, of Negroes. int& that Country front 
the Coajl of Guinea. 
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which it has required in Europe , before it could be 
applied with any Succefs to the Relief of human In- 
firmities , it never could have been rendered a falutary 
Remedy , were it even analagous , as we know by Expe- 
rience it is contrary , to the Conftitution of the hu- 
man Body. 

In one Word , the Application of Mercury in Ve- 
nereal Cafes , its Preparation , and the Method of ufing 
it , muft imply a Degree of Knowledge which the Peo- 
ple on the Coaft of Guinea never poiTcfled . — Mer- 
cury , therefore , is not a Remedy for the Venereal 
Difeafe in that part of Africa. 

Third , If the Remedy of the Africans on the Coaft 
of Guinea is not of the Mineral Kind , it mull be either 
of the Animal or the Vegetable r Since it is not eafy 
to prove , by its Effects , that there is any Thing of 
the Animal in its Compofition , it is natural to con- 
clude that it is of the Vegetable Kind , if we confider. 

Firft , The Ignorance of thefe People ; 

Second , The Preparations which Compofitions of an 
Animal Kind , to be ufed in Phyfic , generally require ; 

Third , The Knowledge requilite for thefe Preparations. 

We know , on the contrary , that Vegetables are 
never more efficacious than when they undergo no Pre- 
paration . — The Negroes themfelves furnish us with 
a very ftriking Proof; when we find them cure by a 
Plant, a Bark, a Fruit, the moll obflinate Diforders , 
even the Yaws , deemed , with much Probability , a 
Kind of Pox , againft which our beft Mercurial ^Pre- 
parations have conftantly mifcarried . 
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We apprehend that we have fufficiemly proved . 

Firft* That thofe who to this Day look upon Mer- 
cury as fperific in the Venereal Difeafe , and its only 
Remedy , are in an Error . 

» Second ,. That this, is the Error of the People and 
liot of the Faculty . 

Third ,. That if the moft eminent ProfeiTors of the 
Medical Art had difcovered in Mercury thefe falutary 
Qualities, they would not have proved its Inefficacy in 
divers Cafes, and the Danger of adminiftering it . 

Fourth , That it is probable, that the Remedy ufed 
amongft a People afflicted with this Diftemper , before, 
it was imported by us , was of the Vegetable Kind, 

Fifth and laft; That the Poflibiliry of extirpating 
radically the Venereal Virus by Vegetables alone , is 
inconteftibly eftablished , by the Authority and Obfer- 
vations of Boerhaave , Fernel , See, alfo by Reafon 
and Experience . 

I might here introduce a pompous Account of the 
medicinal Virtues of the Vegetable Syftem , by inftan- 
cing the mo ft raging Diforders that have been overco- 
me by a Wood , a Root , an Herb ; and we find the 
sharpeft Intermitting Fevers yield, to the Bark; the mod 
obftinate Dyfenteries to the Ipecacuanha ; shocking; con- 
vulfive Pains to the Opium . (i) Thefe inconteftible 



(i) Though Opium removes but very few Difordes , JIM it is 
a mojl valuable Medicine , fince it prolongs Life in particular Ca- 
fes , when the Patient is jujly ready to expire ; and gives the 
JPhyJician an Opportunity to combat the Dijlemper by proper Remedies. 



Proofs , while they confirm the Power of the Vegeta- 
ble Syftem over human Difeafes , afford Ground for 
the ftrongeft Prefumption , in Favour of the Poffibili- 
ty of extirpating the Venereal Virus by its Means . But 
the above is fufficient for thofe of my Readers wh<» 
acknowledge the Neceflity of a Vegetable Remedy ; 
and too much for thofe who obftinately oppofe eve- 
ry Thing that is not conformable to their Intercft or 
Prejudice . Fearlefs , therefore , of the Decifion of the 
latter , I shall lay before the former a Specimen of th$ 
valuable ErTe&s of the Vegetable Syrup ,

g HIS Remedy is a Syrup ; it derives its Antivene* 
real Virtue from a certain Number of Plants , whofe 
Efficacy in deftroying the Venereal Virus , which they 
poffefs in an eminent Degree , was never fo mueh as 
fufpe£ted . It. is agreeable to the Palate ; it pafies eafi- 
ly thro' the Inteftines ; it produces an agreeable Senfa- 
fation on the Stomach, like that ariling from a plea- 
fant ftomachic Apozeme , 

The Effech of the Remedy. 

It purges gently ; the Patients go commonly to Stool 
two or three Times in the Four and Twenty Hours j 
the Evacuations nether ftrain nor irritate . It operates 
by Perfpiratron : tho* the Patients do not fweat , they 
are generally in a Moiflure two or three Hours imme- 
diately following the Adminiftration of the Remedy . 

Ir extends its Action to the Reins : the Urine in- 
creases in Quantity , and difcharges according to the 
Nature of the Parts affected and the Degree of the In- 
fection , ftringy , slimy , purulent Matter , and this re- 
turns to its former State . 

This Remedy is ftrengthening , ftomachic , Sec. its. 
Quality is to diflblve and attenuate the Humours ; and 
is fo remarkable, that it difperfes , without the Aid of 
external Applications , Buboes , Hardnefs of the Tc&i-> 
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cles , gummy Tumours , Callofities of the Urethra , the 
Edges of old Ulcers fpread over the. different Pans 
of the Body, 8tc. 

The Power of ftrengthening the Stomach, and affi- 
xing the Digeftion is fo much the more valuable in an 
Antivenereal Remedy , as nothing is. more common than 
to meet with Patients , in the Courfe of Practice , who- 
fe Stomachs are weak , and little capable of perfor- 
ming their neceffary Functions. Though this Circumftan- 
ce is imputed to divers Caufes , the mod common , 
without Doubt, is the long Ufe of cooling and pur- 
gative Methods , which are generally employed againfl: 
Gonorrhoeas, and other Venereal Symptoms. Patients 
jn this Cafe recover with Difficulty after fuch Treatment , 
even when the Virus is perfectly deftroyed ; and when 
it is imperfectly fo , they hardly ever gain Strength 
fufficient to undergo a new Courfe , complete and me- 
thodical. From this Caufe, the Difeafe requiring more 
Exertion in the Remedy than the: Strength of the Pa- 
tient will admit of, it cannot reach the Caufe at which 
it is principally aimed , and the Patients necellarily run 
the Risk, of not being able to bear a fufficient Quan- 
tity of Mercury > notwithstanding the Skill of the Pra- 
ctitioner . 

We may eafily difcern the Benefit of a Remedy wh?ch 
ftrengthens the Stomach in Proportion as it is ufed , 
and which furnishes the Patient with the Means of fu- 
ftaining a Courfe as long and complete as the Degree 
of the Difeafe may require . 

Hence the Reafon of its being an Emmenagogue is 
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obvious . There is no furer Method of reftoring the 
Menfes, after a long Suppreffion, than of joining the 
Diflblvent with the Stomachic ; It poflefles thefe two 
Qualities , which the Faculty are fo defirous of uni- 
ting . It may perhaps be faid , that it is a Matter 
of Indifference whether an Antivenereal Remedy is an 
Emmenagoguc or not. Is it then indifferent, whether 
a Woman infe&ed with the Virus , and deprived of 
this falutary Evacuation , is or is not regular , after 
the chief Diforder is entirely deftroyed ? 

On the other Hand, it is, without Doubt, from 
the emmenagogue Virtue of this Remedy , that we are 
entitled to pronounce its Efficacy , in thofe Disorders 
that are peculiar to the Sex . 

Method of Cure »" 

In common Venereal Cafes , it generally effects a 
Cure in abont fifteen or Twenty Days . It will be dif- 
ficult to fix a Time for the Cure of confirmed and 
inveterate Poxes , as fuch muft be treated in Propor- 
tion to their Malignity . Obftinate Gonorrhaeas , Ulcers 
in the Urethra, ( improperly called Carnofities , ) Swel- 
ling in the Glands proceeding from Venereal Caufes , 
Venereal and Scorbutic Eruptions , and all other the 
moil inveterate Symptoms, are radically carried off by 
the Vegetable Syrup . 

The remedy is agreable to the Palate , balfamic and 
benign to the Conftitution , as by its Operation it a&s 
with that Safety and Certainty, as totally to eradica- 
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te the Virus , and purify the Blood from all Kind of 
Infection . 

The Ufe of the Syrup is continued Morning and Eve- 
ning during 15 or 20 Days in slight Infections; after 
which Time the Patient refumes his ordinary Manner 
of Living , and thus ends the whole Affair . — — In 
Cafes of a more inveterate Nature , the fame eafy Me- 
thod is made ufe of , only requiring a longer Time . 

Nothing is more fimple and fure than this Method , 
provided the Patient will be attentive and regular in 
Point of Diet during the Courfe , which is not feve- 
je. — Proper Directions will be given with the Medicine, 

As all the Symptoms of rhe Venereal Difeafe arife 
from the fame Principle, we ufe but one and the fa- 
me Method of encountering it , which always tends to 
the Extirpation of the Caufe . The Method of Treat- 
ment is always the fame in confirmed Cafes ; but in 
slight ones , fuch as Shankers . Buboes of recent Growth, 
Gonorrhaeas , 8tc. , the Treatment may be adapted to 
the Situation or Bufinefs of the Patient. 

Many Authors , who have written upon Venereal 
Cafes, have demonftrated the bad Effects that may ari- 
fe from the Application of Cauftics to Shankers ,,aftrin- 
gent Injections to the Urethra , repelling Plaifters to Bu- 
boes ; but I shall not here cite particularly their re • 
fpective Opinions. 

The following hints from a very Eminent Phyfician 
D. W. Fordyce deferve the notice of every Phyfician 
or Surgeon , and are not generally known . 

Rub a link , fuppok lefs than a Drachm at a tims 
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of Mercurial Ointment upon a Shanker a beginlng Bu- 
bo , or Phymofis , Paraphymofis , Sec. and repeat it 
daily for three or four times ; and it will remove the 
appearance of the difeafe from the part , and drive it 
into the conftitution , perhaps upon the bones , pro- 
bably into the throat , but always from the part . 
Every Mercurial application to a Venereal Sore, whet- 
her Shanker or Bubo , is equally improper , till you 
have conquered the infection . — Again fays the fa- 
me Author rub a fmall quantity of the Mercurial 
Ointment on any part of the body , in the cafe of a 
Scrophulous or Scorbutic habit , tainted at the fame ti- 
me with the Pox ; and , in many Inftances it will pro- 
duce a violent Salivation , that in Spite of all Sorts 
of remedies shall run on for feveral weeks ; the Pa- 
tient much reduced in his ftrength , wafted in his body , 
and remain tainted with the Difeafe , notwithstanding 
the Salivation has been fo inordinate . Repeat the 
anointing, and the Effect will be the fame. In this new 
Method we never have Recourfe to fuch Auxiliaries ; 
the Efficacy of the Remedy not requiring them . In fact , 
it is to difperfe the callous Parts of any Ulcers that, 
they have Recourfe to thefe external Applications. Will 
not a Remedy that diffolves the Swelling of the Te- 
fticles , Exoftofes , difperfe Swellings much lefs compa- 
cted , and fituated in Parts more pervadable, when its 
Compofition , far from being hard or rigid in its Ope- 
ration , in a Word, of a metallic Nature, is fweet and 
balfamic , and fuch, in fact, as we should apply, if 
external Application was neceffary ? Is it to heal "the 
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Flesh ? This is the Work of Nature : What then can 
Art do in this Cafe? 

Tis an Axiom received in Phyfic, that what cleanfes 
well cures well. Now what Remedy can more effe- 
ctually tend to the Depuration of the Humours , than 
the Antivenereal Syrup ? It alters the Habit ; it caufes 
Evacuation in the three different Manners ; it attacks 
the Virus on all Sides , and afterwards evacuates by 
the Emun&iories , towards which it generally takes its 
Courfe b It is pleafant and mild in its Operation ; a 
Quantity of it may , without Danger > be infufed into 
the Veffels . Its divifible Quality , neceffarily arifing 
from its difperfing itfelf through the Fluids of the hu-. 
man Body , its immediate Connection with thefe very 
Fluids, and the Vetiels which contain them , are fuch 
Advantages as Mercurial Remedies cannot boaft, which 
for the moft Part are infoluble . 

By Reafon of the great Number of active Particles 
which are in Motion at the fame Time in the Veffels , 
by Reafon of their Tenuity, there are no capillary Vef- 
fels which it does not penetrate ; no Lamina of the 
Bones between which it does not slide ; no Glands 
which it does not pervade . As there is no Part of the 
human Body which the Particles of this Remedy do 
not reach , there is no Symptom that efcapes its po- 
werful Operation ; the fmaller Veffels receive it after it 
has been diffolved in the Humours, by which they are 
moiftened ; even the Chyle is impregnated with it, and 
conveys it into the extreme vafcular Ramifications. 

It is to the Tenuity of this Remedy we muft afcribe 
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the falutary Effect which it produces in the molt in- 
veterate confirmed Degrees of the Venereal Difeafe, and 
in Scorbutic Cafes , in which Mercurial Preparations 
have often proved nor only ineffectual , but pernicious . 
Let us give fome Reafons for this Difference of Effect . 

Without entering upon the peculiar Nature of the 
Venereal Virus , it may be affirmed , that its molt ap- 
parent Effects are the thickening of the Humours and 
Obftructions . The mercurial Particles are always too 
large when they come to (hike againft the Vifcid Lymph, 
which obftructs a Veffel , they act upon the firft Mo- 
leculae with fo much the more Force as they have 
more Weight in a determined Magnitude. They prefs 
the antecedent Particles ; the mod: fluid Part is expan- 
ded ; the whole Caufe of the Obftruction leffens ; its 
Mafs and Hardnefs proportionably increafes ; the Vef- 
fel which contains it is diftended to fuch a Length as 
prevents its yielding to the Operation , or recovering 
its former State . What will be the Confequence ? Either 
the Veffel will burft, which fometimes happens , efpe- 
cially in the Bowels , where the metallic Particles will 
pervade a collnteral Tube , and will no longer act 
upon the obftructing Caufe; or the following Particles 
will take the fame Route , and be conveyed , accor- 
ding to. the Hydraulic Syftem, into thofe Parts where 
they find leafl Refinance , leaving the Obstruction in 
the fame State , and the Difeafe which nourishes it . 
Nor is Experience wanting to confirm this Method of 
Reafoning. How many difeafed Perfons are there who 
have undergone divers Courfes , under the Hands of 
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the moft skilful Pra&itioners , without a confirmed 
Cure , merely for not having been properly treated in 
the Beginning S For it is a (landing Maxim , that a 
Patient who has not been cured by a fecond or third 
Courfe, will hardly ever be cured by any fubfequent 
Procefs , notwithstanding all the Choice and Care that 
may be ufed in the Application of mercurial Prepa- 
rations * 

The Vegetable Remedy does not a& by Dint of Weight ; 
it is not by forcing the Obftacles that it tends to de- 
firoy them ; its Qualities are , on the contrary , light 
and fubtil : it mixes with the Humours , with them it 
conveys itfelf into the obftrueled Veflels , reanimates 
their languid Motion , and difpofes them efficaciously 
to operate upon the denfe Matter which caufes the 
Obftruclions. It envelopes the Venereal Miafmtta , al- 
ters their Nature , allays, their Acrimony , and as it we- 
re neutralises them , and gives the lymphatic Particles 
Power to connecl: and follow the regular Courfe of Cir- 
culation . To give one general View of the Advanta- 
ges refuiting from the Vegetable Remedy, I shall com- 
pare them with thofe which in their Quality and Ef- 
fects immediately appertain to Mercury. 

Firlt,. Every one knows, that in Salivations, howe- 
ver urgent the State of the Difeafe may be, the Sur- 
„geeu employs a long Time in painful and expenfive 
Preparations , but indifpenfible upon that Plan . He then 
jrubs the Body, at different times, with mercurial Un- 
ction, and continues at ftated Times thefe Applica- 
tions , during a Month or more , according to the 

Strength 
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Strength of the Patient , and the Degree of the Difeafe. 
. The Time required to make thefe Preparations, which 
are eHential in this Plan of faiivating , and in ail 
Treatment upon the Mercurial Syftem , is often fufH- 
cient for the new Remedy to effect a perfect, or con- 
firmed Cure. It is ordinarily continued no longer than 
about 30 Days ; in this Space the Virus is deftroyed ; 
the Exoftofes are shaken , the Puftules and Ulcers are 
cleanfed and difpofed to heal ; fifteen or twenty Days 
regular Diet reduce the Glands and Exoltofes, and com- 
plete the Healing of the infected Parts. — In urgent 
Cafes , where the Palate of the Mouth is in Danger ; 
in the Cafe of the GEfophagus , the Larynx , Rcttennefs , 
violent Pains , Want of Sleep , He&ic Fevers , which 
admit of no Delay , the Antivenereal Syrup has the 
Advantage , as it may be almonft immediately admini- 
ftered . The fecond Day the Patient may begin to ufe 
it , and about the fifth or flxth he will receive Relief. 

Second , Every prudent Practitioner requires Patients 
to keep their Rooms as much during the Time of Pre- 
paration , as during the Application of the Mercurial 
Ointment. The new Method requires no fuch Caution, 
except in the moll inveterate State of the Difeafe . 

Third', When they .meet , as is very frequent, withold 
and ftubborn Cafes , that cannot be overcome but by 
a] ftrong Salivation, in oid People , debilitated by Age, 
and the Debaucheries of their younger- Years ; sffiidted 
with fecondary Difeafes , fuch as the Gout, Rhcuma- 
tifm , &c. in Women with Child , or fuch as are weak , 
and of a thin Habit of Body , in whofe Cafe the Baths 

C 
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are as neceitary as impracticable ; in Children , whe re 
the obftinate Degree of the Diftemper will not admit 
of waiting for. a more advanced Age ; in adult Per- 
fons, attacked with Diforders in the Liver or Lungs; 
in thefe different Cafes how will skilful Practitioners 
proceed? There have been a Thoufand Inftances of 
old Perfons perishing under the Operation of a Mer- 
curial Procefs j which is more violent and dangerous 
as the Fibres are rigid and dried , and when this is 
accompanied with gouty and rheumatic Pains , which, 
during the Treatment , never fail to rage With the 
utmofi: Violence. Pregnant Women expire » through 
the Salivation , for which they have not been fufticien- 
tly prepared } ( here we fpeak of Women feven or eight 
Months advanced in their Pregnancy ) or from a pre- 
mature Delivery , occafioned by the Mercury , which 
gives too great a Motion to the Humours , and is pro- 
ductive of the mod difagreeable Impreiiions on the 
Foetus . Weak Perfons , and thofe who are fubject to 
fpitting Blood , or to violent Coughing , have been 
obferved to die under the inevitable Increafe of thofe 
Symptoms. Children, in fine, becaufe they are fuch , 
and confequently too weak to refifl: the Subversion of 
the Animal (Economy , occafioned by the Operation 
of the Mercury , have been known to die fuddenly in 

the Midft of its Courfe . None of thefe Effects are 

to be apprehended from the Vegetable Syrup : It allays 
gouty and rheumatic Pains , and fometimes entirely re- 
moves them ; it is free from the Objection of Want of 
Preparation for pregnant Women , as what it requires 



is- always practicable . It prevents Mifcarriages , becau- 
fe it is not by forcible Means that it removes the Ob- 
ttrti&ions , but by diflblving and gently evacuating the 
Matter which forms them . 

Fourth , In complicated Venereal Cafes , attended 
With cutaneous Diforders , fuch as Tetters , Scabs , St. 
Anthony's Fire i what Advantage muft not a Remedy, 
balfamic in its Nature , which alters and evacuates with 
fo much Eafe , and by fuch various Emun&iories , the 
sharp irritating Humours which caufe them > have over 
a metallic Subftance , fo liable to add to the Acrimo« 
ny of the moll dreadful Diforders! — Experience con- 
firms this Remark , as neither Tetters nor Puftules „ 
ufual Concomitants of the principal Difeafe , are ever 
known to refift the Operation of this Remedy * 

Fifth , It very frequently happens , that the Vene- 
real Virus is complicated with a Scorbutic Humour; 
in that Cafe , however prefling the Nature of the Di- 
feafe may be , prudent Practitioners Will by no Means 
prefume immediately to adminifter Antivenereal Mer- 
curials , as Antifcorbutics lefs inflame the Venereal 
Difeafe , than Antivenereals do Scorbutic Humours : 
they firft attack the Scurvy with thofe Remedies which 
are peculiar to it . But . if this Diforder is in itfelf fo 
difficult to cure, what muft it be when attended with 
this dreadful Complication ? Several Months will be 
fcarce fufrtcient to eradicate the fcorbutic Humour, and 
after having drained the Patient by the firft Courfe , 
of that Humour , and left the Field free for the Growth 
of Venereal Symptoms , the PhyHcian will of Courfe 
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be led to prove the Inefficacy of Mercurial Remedies 
which he had at .firft fo wifely forefeen . 

This Complication is not the leaft Obftru&ion to 
the Cure of the principal Difeafe , when encountered 
by the new Remedy . It changes not in its Courfe of 
Operation ; there is no Neceflity for having Recourfe 
to Antifcorbutics , properly fo called : this faves the 
Time and Trouble of the firft Courfe > which often 
proves fruitlefs . The Patient , far from having Rea- 
fon to fear the Effects of the Antivenereal Syrup upon 
the Scorburic Humour , has juft Ground to hope for 
a. Cure from it. The Scorbutic Symptoms have often 
been obferved to difappear firft , and oftener the corn- 
* piicated Difeafes have at once been difpelled , almoil 
in the fame Space of Time as would be neceffary to 
cure the Venereal attended with no Complication . 

Sixth , The Gland is , at the fame Time , a Fart 
the molt expofed , and liable to imbibe the Virus ; 
after Coition with a Woman infe&ed , it is inflamed j 
the Preputium not being able to maintain its proper 
Seat , is drawn to the Body of the Yard , and hence 
proceeds the Paraphimofis . If, by its original Con*- 
formation., the Preputium is long and ftretched , if it 
is faftened on the Glands by Shankers which adhere 
to it , there will be a Phimofis . When thefe Cafes re- 
fill the ordinary Courfe of Pra&ice , Incifion becomes 
the fole Refource . In the firft Cafe , the skilful Pra- 
ctitioner will take Care that the Bridle is cut , in Or- 
der to prevent a Gangrene, and the Fall of the Gland, 
a Misfortune which the Negligence of Patients , or 
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the Dread of Incifion , renders too frequent . In the 
fecond it has been cuftomary to perform two different 
Operations ; the one confifts in dividing the Prepimum. 
to the Root of the Glands ; the other in taking it en- 
tirely off; one or the other of thefe Operations is abfo- 
lutely indifpenfable , when the Adherence is ftrong and 
of long ftanding , and extended . What is more fre- 
quent than Incifion or Cauftics , upon Buboes which 
come to Suppuration ? Without mentioning the Pain 
the Filth, the Difguft, with which thefe Operations are 
attended, how difagreeable muft it be to Patients to- 
have daily before their Eyes .fuch Marks as remind- 
them of their Debauchery x and the Pain and Mifery- 
of its Effects ! * 

All thefe Operations , and the Pain confequent on 
them , are avoided by the Vegetable Remedy: the fe- 
cond or third Day of the Courfe the Inflammation will 
generally allay, and the Suppuration become benign ; 
the fifth or fixth the Gland and preputium will be al- 
moft reflored to their natural State . The Suppuration 
is maintained by the fole Effect of the Remedy , which 
circulates in the Vafcular Syftem , and produces a 
Cleanfing r the Shankers , thus purged, heal. Recent 
Buboes never come to Suppuration , if the State of 
the Difeafe be not too confirmed . When the Syrup is 
begun to be taken , the purulent Matter is carried off 
through the urinary Paffagc . The above-mentioned 
Symptoms are of the Isfl Confequence , not only cn 
Account of the Danger , but the Shame with which 
they are attended. How frequently has the Peace and 
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Union of Families been difturbed by the ignominious 
Traces of Debauchery , which a young Bride has di- 
fcovered on her Bridegroom ! 

Seventh , The Method of Fri&ion , and all thofe 
that have the Mercury for their Primum Mobile , ha- 
ve many infeparable Concomitants ; the Salival Glands 
fwell , as do the Face and Head; the Tongue grows 
big , and hangs out of the Mouth ; Refpiration and 
Swallowing are obftru&ed ; a Fever enfues ; Delirium , 
Drowfinefs , Lethargy , and fometimes Death , follows . 
If a the Patient has a weak Stomach , if he is fubjeel: 
to Coughs , or fpitting of Blood > thefe Complaints are 
increafed , and the laft is always dangerous . Is he fub- 
jedt to flyfterics , or attacked by the Gout , he will 
be much more tormented during the Courfe; the Vio- 
lence of his Pains will bring on a Fever , which may 
be attended with a fatal Confequence . Women with 
Child will be greatly injured if advanced in their Pre- 
gnancy ; too happy , if the molt lamentable Effecl; of 
the Circumftance is the Inefficacy of the Remedies . 

Now , though it were poffible to remove all thefe 
Obftacles in the Way of Mercury, would it not ftill 
leave fome Traces of its ravaging Effects ? Sometimes 
the extreme Parts contracted ; fometimes the Lips dt- 
llorted ; a Shaking of the Limbs : will not thefe Ef- 
fects difcover their Caufe ? A Ample Glance on the 
Manner in which the Syrup operates , will fufficiently 
prove , that no fuch EfFecl: can be apprehended from 
it . Its Operation tends to change the Grofinefs of the 
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Humours , and gently to evacuate the Foulnefs with 
which they are vitiated . 

The Phyhcian may increafe or decreafe thefe Eva- 
cuations , as the Symptoms require ; he is always Ma- 
iler of his Remedy, and may apply it at his own 
Oifcretion . 

It will eafily be obferved , that no Salivatory ErTecls 
are to be apprehended from the new Remedy, and 
that confequently the Patient will be enabled to avoid 
both the Pain and Danger which attend them. It is 
universally known, that Mercury is the only Body- 
acknowledged to be capable, of fuch. an extraordinary 
Evacuation .. 

Eighth „ Gonorrheas are the moll common of all 
venereal Symptoms, and the moft difficult to remove. 
Notwithstanding the high Opinion that is entertained 
of Mercury, it has been found to be a very weak 
Refource in this Cafe . Cooling Methods are imme- 
diately ufed ; they then proceed to Cleanfers , which 
they aiTift with Mercurial Purges often repeated. Du- 
ring this Time , the Patieut muft ohferve a regular 
Diet, avoid fpirituous Liquors, ufe moderate Exerci- 
fe, as the fmalleft Slip in Point of Regularity reinvi- 
gorates the Difeafe when it was juft at its laft Gafp , 
When all this happily fucceeds., the Gonorrhaea will 
not remain above fix Weeks or two Months . But wrier 
re are Patients to be found who will ftri&ly adhere 
to thefe Rules I They will not be difpofed to think, 
their Cafe dangerous when they have only a Running; 
and the greateft Precaution of which a Patient can be 
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capable, is to regulate himfelf with Prudence during 
the firfi: Stage of a Gonorrhaea ; that is to fay , during 
the Time of the Inflammation and the Pain attending 
it . If it therefore happens , either through Accident 
or by its own Obflinacy , that the 'Gonorrhaea conti- 
nues to the Term of two Months , it changes as it 
were its very Nature , and all the former Means be- 
come ufelefs-. Aftringents are then multiplied in all 
their Forms ; Bolufies , Decoctions , Injections are ail 
heaped upon the Patient . Notwithftanding thefe falla- 
cious Medicines , the greater Part of Gonorrhoeas re- 
tain almoft their whole Vigour for the Space of feve- 
ral Years. Yet we cannot but acknowledge, that the 
Gonorrhxa will fometimes yield to this dangerous Me- 
thod . The running is fuppreifed , without being dried 
up ; the Matter is thrown back , choaks up the pro- 
late Glands and the Tefticles , infeds the Mafs of 
Humours ; the Ulcers in the Urethra acquire firch a 
Malignity as renders them intractable , their Extremi- 
ties fwcll , and form thofe Carnofities which they had 
long falfeiy thought real fleshy Excrefccnees , fixed in 
the Paffage of the Urethra . A Gonorrhea of this Kind 
is fcarcely ever perfectly cured ; they may leffen the 
Quantity of the Running; but befide , the Ulcers not 
being healed, there ftill continues an oozing of Mat- 
ter , white , brown , yellow , &c. efpecially in the Mor- 
ning . Thefe R.elicks are often miftaken by Perfons di- 
feafed ; they fufFer rhemfelves eafily to be perfuaded , 
that thefe little Runnings proceed from a Relaxation 
of the Parts But , fays Sydenham , thefe unfortunate

Perfons prove , to their own 'great Regret , that thefe 
are too certain Marks of the Exigence of the Virus , 
which , though in a Manner ftifled , is ready to raife 
fresh Ravages on the firft Occalion , whether fur- 
nished by Intemperance , immoderate Exercife , or any 
other the like Caufe . 

Mineral aftringent Waters are again the Refources , 
after this Method : they commonly ufe them about 
the End of the Treatment of obftinate Gonorrhoeas 9 
to remove the Remainder of the Running', which they 
deem benign . This Method is neither fure nor free 
from Danger : If the Virus is not entirely deftroyed , 
it cannot but be ineffectual ; if there remains the leaft 
Degree of the venereal Taint , the mineral Waters fix 
the fame , and give Birth to Hafdnefs of the Tefti- 
cles, Carnofities of the Urethra , Retention of Urine, 8cc. 

Thefe two lad Complaints , very common at pre- 
fent , are the lad Stage of Gonorrheas which refift the 
ordinary Method of Practice , and the unhappy Pa- 
tients are the more to be pitied , as thofe Symptoms 
are more obftinate and difficult to cure . 

The mod effectual Remedy hitherto known againft 
thefe Carnofities , is beyond Contradiction that of Bou-* 
gies ; but this is not always practicable , is often inef- 
fectual , and very often dangerous . Few Patients can 
bear the Application of Bougies ; the Urethra , too fu* 
fceptible of feeling , and irritated by their Prefiure , 
gives the Patient fuch Pain as obliges him to difcon- 
tinue the Ufe of them , but if he is refolutely bent to, 
continue them , he will find , to his great Surpciz-e , 
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Yard , and purulent Matter falling into the Scrotum , 
which was intended to be extracted, an Inflammation 
ou the Perinasum , Stoppage of Water , which they 
defigned to prevent , $Cc. But even when thefe Symptoms 
are avoided , can a radical Cure be hoped for from 
fuch a Method of Treatment? No, furely ;. there are 
in the Urethra obftinate venereal Ulcers , the Edges 
or Extremities of which , more or lefs raifed and har- 
dened , form thofe Carnofities which the Practitioner 
feeks to deftroy. Thefe LJlcers retain their obftinate 
Degree of Virus, which muft therefore be eradicated: 
there lies the Difficulty „ Can fuch Effects be reafooa- 
bly expected from Bougies ? Experience has decided 
the Queftion ; and numberlefs unfortunate Perfons pafs 
their Lives in a twofold State of Mifery , between the 
dreadful Pains which attend a Stoppage of Urine , and 
the Horrors of Death impending over them every Mo- 
ment : Inftances fufficient to invalidate all that can be 
faid in Favour of Bougies . 

The prefent Method admits none of this Variety of 
Remedies: it is ever fimple, ever uniform; the dif- 
ferent Courfes are only varied in Point of Duration , 
and the Remedy only by its Intenjity , which is pro- 
portioned to the Patient's Degree of infection . A Cour- 
fe of 20. Days , is generally fufficient in a recent Go- 
norrhoea ; one of longer (landing requires a longer Spa- 
ce . When the proftate Glands are hard and almoft 
fchirrous , which is not uncommon, the Courfe is con- 
tinued a longer Time . In short, when the Gonorrhea 
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is complicated with Carnofities in the Urethra , the 
Courfe is fpmetimes protracted to the fixth Week or 
longer , 

It will be difficult enough to reconcile the FoflibilU 
ty of curing Carnofities in the Urethra by an internal 
Remedy without topical Applications , with the Idea 
of a Piece of Flesh , well organized , fixed in a cer- 
tain Part of this Paflagc ; but this Notion is falfe . 
Thefe pretended Carnofities are the Edges of certain 
obftinate Ulcers, which raifing themfelves above the Sur- 
face of the Urethra , contract the Paflage in the Pla- 
ce where they are feated. This is the Opinion which 
should be entertained of Carnofities , or Callofities, im- 
proper Terms , introduced by Error , and fupported 
by Prejudice . 

By fuppofing , as is really the Cafe , that the Stop- 
page of the Urethra proceeds from the Swelling of 
the Flesh , and that the Retention of the Urine is oc- 
cafioned by this Stoppage , it is eafy to prove that an 
internal Medicine can; Cure thefe two Diforders . The 
Operation of an internal Remedy can efFe& a clean- 
ling of an Ulcer , and Nature itfelf is fufficient to heal 
it ; the very cleanfing fuppofes Flesh eafily to be hea- 
led ; fuch .Flesh will not rife in the Part where the 
Wound is feated ; Cicatrization fattens the Flesh in the 
fame State as it. found it, and when this is over, the- 
re are no more Edges raifed , no more Obftru&ions, 
and finally, no more Stoppage of the Urine. 

It muft afford fome Satisfaction , 1 prefume , to fee 
the principal Benefits and Advantages of the Vegetable 
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Syrup brought into one Point of View . 

Firft , It requires no Preparation . 

Second, It is little Expenfive , on Account of the 
Fkunnefs of the Regimen, and the short Time of the 
Courfe. 

Third , It obliges not the Patient to keep his Room , 
but in Cafes of the laft Extremity . 

Fourth, It is convenient to take, and agreeable to 
the Palate , and its Effe&s may eafily be concealed 
from the Infpe&ion of the mod Curious . 

Fifth, It operates in the moit natural Channels. 

Sixth ,' It produces no Dsforders in the Animal (Eco- 
nomy nor leaves behind it any injurious Consequen- 
ces ; on the contrary , it may be affirmed on Obser- 
vation , that it ftrengthens the Stomach , and is {in- 
sularly Salutary to the Lungs . 

Seventh , The moll inveterate Complications redraio 
not its Efficacy ; it infallibly eradicates the Venereal 
Virus , and often cures Diforders that accompany it , 
ftcA as the Scurvy , Gout, Reumatifm , &c. 

feighth , It cures Shankers , Swellings in the Grom [ 
Phimofis , and Paraphimofis , and in general without, 
any topical Application ; Buboes never Snppurate , when 
taken in Time . ; 

Ninth , It always cures fimple Venereal Cafes. r cf 
however long Handing they may be, common Gonor- 
rheas Seldom remain to the End of the Treatment of 
a confirmed Pox; the Whites in- Women hayen likewi- 
se been known ro disappear with the- other Symptoms. 

Tenth , It infallibly removes Tetters, and other cu-. 
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taneous Disorders which indicate a Venereal Caufe ; 
and fometimes thofe which proceed from another 
Principle . 

Eleventh, As it operates more through fuch or fuch 
particular Er^un&ories , according to the different 
Habits and Conflitutions of Perfons , it is adapted to 
all Conflitutions , and efficacious in all Climates . 

Twelfth , the laft of the Courfe , the Patients come 
out of it in a better Plight of Body than they ente- 
red upon it . 

NB. The eftablishd Maxim , that a large & conti- 
nued running kept up either by Medicines , or by other 
Methods is the greateft prefervative againft a Claps be- 
coming a confirmed Pox, is certainly errone6us , for if 
the clap be of a bad fort , it will in many cafes be- 
come a pox by trufting to that very running. 
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APPENDIX. 

I N C E my firfl: publication of the vegetable fy* 
rup j the cures performed by it in this country have 
been fo numerous , that it would exceed the limits of 
a pamphlet to recount them . 

I have therefore fele&ed fome of the moft invetera- 
te and complicated nature , in order to render the ef- 
ficacy of this remedy in the moft malignant difeafes , 
apparent to the Candid and impartial public.

CASE L 

Edward Davis, a foldier in the late lord Ligonier's 
regiment of guards , was, from a venereal caufe of long 
(landing highly complicated with the fcurVy , Covered 
With large puftules and ulcers of a molt fordid natu- 
re from the crown of his head to the foles of his feet. 
The uvula and tonfils were almoft entirely Confumed 
With ulcers, and he was quite worn out With the moft 
dreadful nocturnal pains « He had nodes on various pahs , 
a slow hectic fever , and a continual head-ach < He had 
undergone the torments of feveral mercurial courfes , 
without effect , till he was emaciated to the higheft de- 
gree, and looked upon to be abfolutely incurable* In 
this fituation the unhappy man was prefented to me 
by order of his colonel Spencer Cowper Efq. as a ho- 
pelefs fubjecl: , in confequence of a requeft made by 
a noble friend of mine ( The Honorable Sir Richard Lyr- 
telton ) to lord Ligonier, that he would grant me a

foldier from the hofpital,in Petty France Weftminftef, 
whofe cafe was the mod complicated and obftinate . 
He was received into my houfe in May 1768. and com* 
pleatiy cured in the fpace of fix weeks , by the ufe 
of the vegetable fyrup only , and returned to the ho- 
fpital for infpe&i.on , accompanied by his colonel and 
myfelf , perfectly found , to the aftonishment of every 
one who was acquainted with his former wretched fi- 
tuation .

The nature of his difeafe had bent him almoft 
double , and he had now kept his bed near twelve 
months , when the reverend Mr. Murhal fenior fellow 
of Chrift-college Cambridge, and miniver of Caldicot, 
applied to me to know if the vegetable fyrup could 
afford relief to this unhappy fufferer , on whom every 
other expedient had been tried in vain .

Mr, -John Borrows, lighterman, living at the crofs 
keys Rotherhith , near Cherry Garden Stairs , was for, 
many years afflicted with an obftru&ion in the urethra, 
and an ulcer at the neck of the bladder , which very 
frequently through intemperance , or violent exercife , 
brought on a retention of urine , in a degree fo excef- 
iively painful as compelled him immediately to have 
recourfe to a furgeon , who was often under a necef- 
iity of paiTing the catheter; Tometimes the inflammation 
at the heck of the bladder was fo great that the in- 
ftrument could not pafs without putting the patient to 
exquifite torture , and even endangering his life ; there- 
fore other palliatives were obliged to be ufed .

A fcrvant to Mr. Dudman peruke-maker in Bedford 
Street Covent Garden, in March 1770, applied to 
me having then a phagedenick ulcer in the fcrotum » 
with a large tumor in each groin - The ulcer in the 
fcrotum had penetrated fo far , that the tefticles Were 
almoft bare , aud when I vilited him , there were all 
the h'gns of an approaching mortification ; in this de- 
fperate^ Itate , he was put upon the ufe of the fyrup , 
with a decoction of falfaparilla , and continued the fa- 
me regularly for upwards of feven weeks , when the 
ulcer in the fcrotum was healed . The tumors in the 
groin weie totally difcufled , and the patient appeared 
perfectly cuted . 

CASE V. 

John Sherwood , Efq; in the commiffiorl of the peace » 
for the county of Middiefex , had for many years been 
affli&ed with an inveterate fcurvy , which formed an 
ijicruftation over the whole crown of his head , with 
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eruptions on feveral parts of his body. He had alfo been 
frequently liable to an apoplectic tendency , or fwim- 
ming in the head , to fuch a degree , that he has often 
fallen fenfelefs on the floor . He had taken a great va- 
riety of medicines from fome of the mott refpe&able 
of the faculty , but totally defpaired of ever -being ra- 
dically cured . But hearing of the virtues of the ve- 
getable fyrup ; by a friend of his , the proprietor of 
which (Dr. Burrows) he had known abroad, to be 
a man of skill and reputation he was induced , on 
this recommendation, to make trial of it; and is now, 
after taking it three months ^ perfectly cured of all 
his complaints .

Edward Martin , Efq ; of Fenftanton , late high she- 
riff for the counties of Cambridge and Huntingdon , 
had for fome years been afflicted with a molt violent 
fcurvy , with eruptions of a putrid nature all over his 
body , a dimnefs of fight , and a conllant fwimming 
Or dizzinefs in the head, fo that he has frequently faU 
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Jen fenfelefs to the ground . Notwithstanding he had the 
advice of the mo it eminent phyficians, and took a great 
variety of medicines prefcribed by them , his diforder 
daily increafed , and was attended with total lofs of 
appetite , and lownefs of fpirits , infomuch that iife 
became burthenfome to him . In this reduced Irate , 
hopelefs of any relief from medicine , he accidentally 
met with Dr. Burrows's diflertation , and , as the lafl 
effort of defpair , determined to make- trial of the Ve- 
getable Syrup .

ling in his teiiicles and fcrotum , which alfo extended 
the whole length of the paerineum, and gave him exqui- 
fite pain ; yet being apprehenfive of lofing his place , 
if his matter should come to the knowledge of ■ his fi- 
tuation , he concealed it for fome time , till it grew 
at iait fo painful , that he was obliged to confine him- 
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felf to his bed . The furgeon who was employed hff- 
ving examined him , and having no doubt of its being 
a venereal cafe , propofed to his mafter , a mercurial 
courfe , which was agreed to , and he was falivated . 
The pasrineum was pierced with three hoies , through 
which the urine pafied , and gave him infinite pain . 
The urine had likewife insinuated itfeif into the cellu- 
lar membrane of the fcrotum , and oozed through al- 
moft every pore . He wore bougies during the courfe 
of the falivarion , which lafted fix weeks , when foes 
was fo reduced , that his furgcon was fearful of con- 
tinuing mercurials any longer. He changed the treatment, 
and put him on a courfe of the bark, and a milk 
diet . He recovered a little ftrength by this means , and 
it was propofed to falivate him a fecond time , which 
neither he , nor his mafter would confent to , but ha- 
ving heard of the Vegetable Syrup , in a fimiliar cafe, 
they were refoived to make trial of it . When I was 
fent for , I found feveral fiftulas in the perineum and 
fcrotum , through all of which the urine illued abun- 
dantly , and all the neighbouring pans inflamed and 
raw . I began the courfe immediately , continuing the

neum in a parallel to the Raphe . — Fourth a deep 
Shanher had eat one third of the glans Penis. -— Fifth * 
the belly was fwelled 5c the pubis was full of Sinuous 
ulcers , out of which there came , through pretfure , 
a confiderable quantity of frothy matter , and frequen- 
tly blood , Sixth , the Patient was of a very lean ha- 
bit , and had for four months an hectic fever. This 
cure was longer effecting than the former — This pa- 
tient took the medicine a month night and morning a 
dofc, as was proportioned to his cafe.

Twelve days ufe of your ineftimabie re- 
medy afforded me forne relief ; at the end of Twenty 
days I began to move my fingers ; I cut the nails of

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CASE XXIV. 

A Venereal Ulcer in the Nofe , Exofiofes , a white 
Swelling real or apparent in the Articulation 
of the right arm , 

In the begining of the Month of Auguft 1775 Dr. 
Burrows was applied to by a Lady, inferred for upwards 
of four years with the moft dreadful Symptoms of the 
Venereal difeafe ; a white iwelling real or apparent in 
the articulation of the right arm ; Exoftofes in the lo- 
wer extremities of the Tibia , the forearm almoft im- 
moveable and contracted — This articulation was fixed 
as if it had been anchilofated ; an Ulcer which had eat 
through the nofe, with an entire lofs of one of its 
inferior alae; an acute pain in the region of the liver 8cc. 

Symptoms fo violent in their degree that one of the 
moft eminent Phyficians of this Metropolis , who du- 
ring a long courfe of practice has acquired , and very 
juftly , the higheft reputation , found himfelf under a 
neceffity of adminiftering to her to the amount of one 
hundred drops of liquid Laudanum ; nor could even 
this appeafe her pains . This ftrange complication of 
fo many diforders frightened the Phyficians fo much 
the more , as they knew the unfortunate confequences 
of fix different courfes , under the Infpe&ion and dire- 
ction of fo many Phyficians and Surgeons of London * 
They had been all fo unfortunate as to fee the pa- 
tient grow worfe under their hands . 
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Dr. Burrows confiding in the beningn quality of his; 
I dy, ventured to try it, as encouraged by Dr. 
Morns Phyfician to the army and to the Weftminfter 
Infirmary — About the tenth day the Patient found fe- 
me relief ; and in lefs than Twenty days the ulcer in 
the nofe was cleanfed , and ceafed to fuppurate , and 
the pain on the right fide almoft entirely fubilded . 
The courfe was continued about two months, at the 
end of which no Exoftofes appeared ; the Patient wal- 
ked with eafe ; the ulcer in her nofe was perfectly 
healed ; she was reftored to her ordinary plight of bo- 
dy ; the menfes , fupprefled for a long time , were 
now become regular; In short, she enjoyed a good 
flate of health and has never perceived the leaft fym- 
ptom of her Old diforder.— 

CASE XXV. 

The Pox complicated with the Scurvy and a 
.... foul bone on the Palate ..... 

In the Month of July 177$ a confutation was cal~ 
led compofed of three very able Hofpital Surgeons 
MelTieurs Hawkins , Adair Sc Potts on the cafe of a 
Patient between 35.6c 40 years of age . On examining 
a conu'derable Ulcer in the throat appeared y as a!fo an 
ulcer on the palate with rottennefs in one of the os 
Palati , a confiderable fwelling in the maxillary and Pa- 
rotid glands , the gums black and ulcerated , flying pains 
in the thighs and Jegs , the extremities themfelves iEde- 
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matous and covered with livid fpots , vhich caufed the 
confultants to decide , that it wi's a complication of 
the venereal difeafe and the Scurvy , Tfcey confidered 
there was hut one chance for this uifbn>unate gentle- 
man , and with much reiu&ance gave tneir opinion of 
the method of treatment that might fuit his cafe , 
which he would by no means comply with , at length 
a friend of his advifed him to try the Vegetable Sy- 
rup , and to put himfelf under my care , on the Tenth 
day after taking the medicine he began to fwallow fo- 
lid food , which he had not done a long time before , 
The twenty fecond day the fwelling of the lower ex- 
tremities was entirely abated, and they had refumed 
their natural colour ; in lefs than fix weeks , the tume- 
faction of the glands was entirely removed ; and one 
of the bones of the Palate exfoliated . 

The Ulcers , as well in the Palate as the throat , 
appeared healed in lefs than two months . — Some lit- 
tle time after the Patient returned to the country ha- 
ving had applied a Plate of filver to the palate to fill 
up the fpace that was left void by the falling out of 
the bone . — 
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
